AT CIRCUS, INJURING 
a FOURTEEN SPECTATORS. 
Collapse Comes Just as the Davis Show 
Starts Evening Performance at Fifty- 
fifth and Kimbark—Mrs. Mary Rus- 
_ sell\Is Seriously Hurt in the Wreck. 


circus at Fifty-fifth street and Kimbark ave- 
nue fell last night during the performance 
and fourteen persons were injured. Only one 
was hurt seriously, the other injuries being 
confined to scratches and bruises. Mrs. 
Mary Russell, 5723 Ingleside avenue, fell 
from the top tier. Her spine was so injured 
that she could not move, and had to be car- 
ried to an ambulance and taken home. Many 
women and children fainted from fright and 
were trampled under foot by the crowd 
rushing to escape from the tent.

Story of the Accident. 

The tent was packed when the hour for 
epening arrived, at 8 o’clock. The band 
scarcely finished the overture when people 
sitting in the east reserved portion felt the 
structure sway and tremble under them. 
A woman shrteked, and then the whole sec- 
tion collapsed. In an instant there was 
confusion. Women fainted, some men turned 
pale, while others hurried across the ring 
to assist in carrying out the victims from 
the wreck. An alarm was sent to the Hyde’ 
Park Police Station, and two wagons and an 
ambulance were quickly on the scene. 

The band had stopped abruptly, but as the 
wreckage Was removed and it was known no 
lives were lost the bandmaster gave the 
signal and the musicians struck up a lively 
air. Quick work by the canvasmen and 
the police cleared the space occupied for- 

merly by the reserved portion. 

A futile effort was made to continue the 
performance,. but the crowd would have 
none of it. Finally, the main lights were 
turned out, and the work of tearing down the 
tents begun. By this time a mob of boys and 
men surrounded the tent, demanding their 
money back, and became so threatening 
that Sergeant Bagnells was compelled to 

send for more police to control the crowd, 
It is a wonder te me that we weren't 
all killed.“ said Mrs. Henrietta Cooper, 5446 
Monroe avenue. “ The seats were taxed to 
their fullest capacity, and I think must have 
been overweighted.” | 

The same circus had a collapse of the re- 
eerved section last week in South Chicago.

FIND BODY LYING ON TRACKS. 


Police Trying to Solve Mystery in Death 
of a Well-Dressed Man Whose Iden- 
tity They Do Not Know. : 

Lying under the Erie street viaduet on the 

Northwestern railroad tracks the body of 
a man, as yet unidentified, was found at 
midnight last night by Fred Mertz, em- 
ployed as night’ yard clerk by the North- 
western company. The police of the West 
Chicago Avenue Station are trying to learn 
how the man came to hisdeath. They think 
he was struck by the 11 o’clock north-bound 
train. 
The body was found on the north-bound 
track, and was badly mangled. The ab- 
sence of any article in the pockets which 
might lead to identification suggested that 
the man had committed suicide, after dis- 
posing of all such articles. 

The body was well dressed, but the hands 
appeared to be those of a man accustomed 
to hard work. The body was taken to Sig- 
mund's undertaking rooms, 192 West Chi- 
cago avenue. The man apparently was 30 
‘years old, and was of light complexion and 
light hair.

BIG CHIEFS TO MEET TODAY.)|

Mayor Harrison yesterday told Senator 
James K. Jones, chairman of the National 
Democratic committee, and J. G. Jéhnson, 
Chairman of the Bxecutive, Ways and 
Means, and other subcommittees, that 
with the right kind of a platform 
Illinois could be carried this year by 
the Democrats. Messrs. Jones and John- 
son called on him at the City Hall to get an 
expression as to what he thought of the 
situation in this State. 

So far as could be learned, the Mayor made 
no special suggestions as to the particular 
platform which would induce a majority of 
the Illinois people to vote the ticket that 
will be nominated at Kansas City next 
month, but said he rather liked the one 
adopted by the Democrats of Kansas. It is 
understood, however, that his idea of a 
platform for Illinois Democrats is to give 
such issues as anti-imperialism, anti-trusts, 
and sympathy for the Boers right of way 
over everything else and hold down the 
questions, especially “16 to 1,“ that were 
played up four years ago. He believes this 
policy would bring back into the fold those 
who bolted in 1896. Chairman Jones, how- 
ever, has reiterated his former statement 
that he has no intention of asking Mr. Bryan 
to drop “ 16 to 1.“ 


Expect Discussion of Plank. 

Among the leading Illinois and Cook Coun- 
ty politicians Mayor Harrison's remark 
about a platform was regarded as conclusive 
evidence that certain planks to be incor- 
porated in the party manifesto will be dis- 
cussed at the conference Chairman Jones 
will have today with Colonel William Jen- 
nings Bryan and other big chiefs. of the 
Allied Democratic, Populist, and Silver Re- 
publican forces. Senator Marion Butler of 
North Carolina, who, as chairman their 
National committee, speaks for the Popu- 
lists, and Senator R. F. Pettigrew of South 
Dakota, representing the Silver Republicans, 
arrived during thé. day and will participate 
in the powwow. Ex-Governor William . 


Stone of Missouri, Mr. Johnson, and Secre- 


The talk was that John P. Altgeld prob- 
ably would be asked to give his advice, but 
he said he had not received an invitation. 
However, Mr. Altgeld, as is well-known, had 
more to do with the construction of the Chi- | 
cago platform than any other man who had 
a hand in making it. He insists that to 
eliminate 16 to 1 from the plank demand- 
ing the free coinage of silver would kill the 
issue.

Chairman Jones will meet with the Sub- 
committee on Arrangements for the conven- 
tion at Kansas City next Friday, when the 
selection of a temporary chairman will be 


made. Governor Charles 8, Thomas of Col- |- 


grado seems to be the favorite. It is admit- 
ted the choice lies between him, Mayor Rose 
of Milwaukee, and James T. Richardson of 
Tennessee. Others whose names have been 
mentioned are Mayor Harrison of Chicago, 
John Attwood of Kansas, and Congressman 
John J. Lentz of Ohio. The probabilities are 
Governor Thomas will be the temporary and 
Mr. Richardson the permanent chairman, 
The supposition at headquarters is that 
Mr. Bryan will remain at home during the 
convention. One of the attachés at head- 
quarters made this prognostication: “Bryan 
will not say anything until the committee 
goes to Lincoln to notify him of his nomina- 
tion, and I would be willing to bet that nine- 
tenths of the speeches he makes during the 
campaign will be made at Lincoln.” 


ENDS HUNT FOR HER HUSBAND. 


Mrs. Lucy Ballman Causes His Arrest 
After Looking for Him for 
Four Years.

Coroner’s Jury Held He Had Guilty

Henry Fredricks, for whom the police | 
have been looking ever since the fire which 


street in the early morning of May 16 and 
burned three guests to death, was arrested 
yesterday in New York City. Chief of De- 
tectives Colleran received a telegram last 
night that the former porter of the hotel 
was in custody and immediately wired back 
that a detective will be sent for him. 
Fredricks, at the time of the fire, was 
the porter of the hotel, and was the first to 
discover the flames. It is said that instead 
of arousing the guests he ran from the 
building and disappeared. This came to the 
notice of the police and an investigation was 
started, but. the porter could not be found. 
Circulars bearing his description were print- 
ed and sent to the police all over the country. 
When Captain Colleran heard of the fugi- 
tive’s arrest he procured from the Coroner's 
office a copy of the verdict holding that 
Fredricks had a guilty knowledge of the 
fire. This was forwarded to New York. No 
warrant had been taken out here for Fred- 
ricks, and the case had not been brought 
before the grand jury. j 
Fredricks will be questioned closely con- 
cerning his action in leaving the hotel in- 
stead of giving the alarm, and possibly sav- 
ing the lives that were lost in the flames. 
As far as the Chicago police know the pris- 
oner has made no statement. 
Many of Fredricks’ acquaintances de- 
eve he was so frightened that he thought 
only of saving his own life, and ran from the 
hotel instead of trying to awaken the in- 
mates. Besides the three deaths several 
people were injured in Jumping from the Win- 
dows or falling from the roof of the burn- 
ing building.

Head of University of Ghicago’s Depart- 
ment of Anthropology Says Course 
of Empress Is Justified. 


Professor Frederick Starr, head of the de- 
partment of anthropology at the University 
of Chicago, declared before his class yester- 
day that.the Dowager Empress of China 
was justified in her tude toward the 
Christian missionaries, d in taking any 
steps necessary to drive them out of the 
country. He predicted that any attempt of 
the European powers ta partition China 


lead to the supremacy of China as a world 
„The introduction of Christianity into 
China is a measure of hostility to the exist- 
ing government of the empire,“ said Pro- 
fessor Starr. “The Empress knows this 
and is justified entirely in expelling the mis- 
sionaries as a measure of sel{-preservation. 
Her party eventually will succeed, because 
any scheme to deter her by a coalition of 
the powers such as is now proposed would 
be absolutely impossible. If the power 
passes out of China's hands it will pass 
into Russia's, because China and Russia are 
the only two nations to be reckoned with 
in the Orient in the future, } , 
“ Only four things are now possible: The 
Dowager Empress will come out ahead in 
the present trouble; the so-called ruler may 
be restored under a coalition of the foreign 
powers; China may be divided up among the 
nations; or Russia may seige the power. The

TWO HUNDRED LINEMEN STRIKE 


Edison and Commonwealth Employes 
Out—General Trouble Among Wire 
Workers Is Threatened. 


Chicago is threatened with a general strike 
of linemen employed by electric light, tele- 
phone, street car, and telegraph companies 
as a result of the refusal of General Super- 
intendent L. A. Ferguson of the Chicago 
Edison company and the Commonwealth 
Electric company to grant demands made 
by linemen of the two companies. Two 
hundred of the linemen of those companies 
went out on a strike yesterday. 

For several weeks the linemen of the two 
companies, which are practically one, have 
been preparing an agreement calling on the 
these corporations to employ none except 
union men, to grant an eight-hour day, and 
to advance wages from $2.50 to $3, with 
double pay for Sunday work and time and 
a half for overtime. A committee of three 
submitted the agreement to Mr. Ferguson 
on Monday and he declined to sign it. The 
men went out at 9 o’clock yesterday morning. 

The plants affected are at Fifty-fifth and 
Wallace streets, Eighty-ninth and Ada 
streets, 2640 Wabash avenue, and at South 
Chicago. 

‘Special details of police guarded all of 


these places last night, the companies’ offi- | 


cers fearing the linemen might cut wires. 
A meeting of the Linemen's and Electrical 
Wire Workers’ unions will be held on Sat- 
urday night, and if the strike , not settled 
by that time a general strike may be called, 
which would affect all companies having 
electric wires.
